youths. Juvenile fire-setters have traditionally been ignored or “‘shuf-

fled off to the back room” in the past, Dawes said. 

But the fire-setter program, implemented last year by the Granite 
City Fire Department-and St Elizabeth Medical Center, attempts to 
determine the underlying causes of 
appropriate therapy for the offenders. 

“Except for the case of pyromania, which is extremely rare, fire- 
setting is always a symptom of some other cause,"’ Dawes said 

The Juvenile Fire-setter program is the only program of its kind in 
Metro East. It is designed to determine what motivates the juvenile 
fire-setter and then provide a behavior modification regimen to pre- 
vent future incidents. The program, which takes referrals from the 
Madison County Juvenile Court system, the Department of Children 
and Family Services, and “‘anyone else who has a fire-setter,””

Weber payment attacked 


O’Neill alleges Haine misconduct

Putting a_new twist on an old story, 
Dan_O’Neill has tied an allegation of 
“official misconduct”’ to his charges that 
Madison County State’s Attorney Bill 
Haine cut a smoke-filled-room deal with 
former State’s Attorney Don Weber prior 
to the 1988-general election. 

O’Neill, who is opposing Haine in the 
Democratic Primary March 17, claims 
Haine agreed to hire Weber, a Republi- 
can, in return for having Weber drop out 
of the general election, leaving Haine 
unopposed. 

O’Neill’s latest allegations attempt to 
tie’ the alleged deal to a settlement of a 
$35,000 bill for attorneys who defended 
Weber when he was charged with official 
misconduct while he was state’s attorney. 
Weber was cleared of the charges. The 
payment, which setHed a lawsuit filed 
against the county by the attorneys who 
defended Weber, was approved by a court 
order soon after Haine took office in 
December 1988. 


Haine called the latest allegation, and 
the previous allegations, ‘insane,’ and 
said, “If Don Weber didn’t exist, Dan 
O'Neill would have to invent him. That’s

O'Neill served as an assistant state’s 
attorney under Dick Allen, who was 
defeated by Haine in the 1988 Democratic 
Primary. O'Neill said Allen had refused 
to pay the bill because the attorneys, Ed 
Moorman and Donald Groshong, were not 
employed by the county, had not been 
appointed by court order and were not 
working.on county business

“But others y tterns of behavior that are much more 
extreme,”" Wallace sai “The program targets those youths and 
offers education and intervention in response to a significant problem 
that has unfortunately pretty much gone unattended in the past.” 

In fact, Dawes said, 60 percent of al! fires that result in arson 
arrests are set by juveniles. Of those children arrested, 80 percent 
are under the age of ten years. 

Even more disturbing is the fact that 80 percent of all deaths of 
children under the age of five is due to a child-set fire, Dawes said

A Madison County coroner’s 
jury has ruled the cause of the 
death of a Granite City man — 
allegedly pushed through a 
plate glass window — as unde- 
termined. 

The jury further ruled Wednes- 
day that an investigation into the 
manner of the death of Lynn A. 
Mikolaszuk, 30, be continued. 

According to a report filed by 
Chief Coroner’s Investigator 
Ralph Baahlimann Jr., Mikola- 
szuk was pronounced dead at 
10:g2 p.m. Jan. 29 in the emer- 
geney room at St. Anthony’s 
Hospital in Alton. 

According to Christopher Sulli- 
van, a patrolman with the inves- 
tigative division of the Alton 
Police Department, police 
responded to a fight with a seri- 
ous injury in the 300 block of 
Piasa Street in Alton shortly 
after 9 p.m. Jan. 29. 


Sullivan testified that witness- 
es at the scene reported a ‘‘vio- 
lent argument” between Mikola- 
szuk and James Schmieg, 29, of 
Alton. f 

Witnesses said the two were 
pushing, shoving and punching 
each other as the fight spilled 
from the sidewalk into traffic 
lanes on the street. 

The fight then resumed on the 
sidewalk, where, witnesses said, 
Schmieg pushed Mikolaszuk 
through a i/4-inch plate glass 
window at the Oasis Caravan 
resale store before coling 
through the window himself, Sul- 
livan testified. 3 Q 

At one point in the fight, wit- 
nesses reported, one of the men 
picked up a newspaper machine 
and flung it into the streét at the 
other, Sullivan said. 

Schmieg was charged Jan. 30 
with involuntary manslaughter. 
He attended the inquest but, on 
the advice of his attorney, did 
not testify.

Consultation and mental health 
education are offered to stu- 
dents, parents, and teachers at 
area schools at no cost to the 
school or the student, Grazman 
said. The hospital pays the cost 
of the servic 

“We've aise: had a positive 
impact on teachers’’ morale by 
letting them.know they have one 
more_resource when a situation 
with a student arises.” 

The program started in the 
Granite City School District in 
1986 and the Collinsville School 
District in 1988. The service also 
worked with University City 
(Mo.) High School in 1987

“It made good sense to me to 
address the problems from a 
mental health perspective,”’ she 
said. 

This realization lured her to 
graduate school to train in psy- 
chotherapy and to postgraduate 
training fh advanced psychother- 


sy - 

tie was attracted to St. Eliza- 
beth Medical Center because of 
its adolescent and child mental 
health in-patient psychiatric unit. 

One-third of the service’s cas- 
es are labeled emergency, in 
which’ prevention measures ‘are 
immediately sought, Grazman 
said. About half of those: situa- 
tions involve a_student who may 
have suicidal thoughts or inten- 
tions. 

“The law states that we can 
make prevention contacts in 
emergency situations without 
parental permission. 

“When we can’t meet the 
needs of the students, we contact 


the parents and other communi- 
ty resources that could help,” 
she said. Parent permissign is 
sought for ongoing contacts. 

The other two-thirds of the. 
cases involve individual psycho- 
therapy, crisis intervention edu- 
cation, mental health education 
seminars in schools and commu- 
nities, and a “teen survival 
skills’’ summer program 
designed to assist area students 
with changes in- their lives, she 
said. 

Teen survival skills sessions 
cover such topics as drug abuse, 
assertiveness training, social 
skills building, stress manage- 
ment and teen relationships. 

“We have just started a par- 
ents survival skills workshop 
entitled ‘Reflections: Your Child 
and You’ that will give aware- 
ness to parents of the factors in 
their own lives that affect their 
children’s lives."” 


All_the programs have_been 
credited with being successful. 

Grazman said, ‘“‘When there 
has been a school-wide crisis, 
such as a suicide, we have 
noticed that those whom we've 
had contact with in the past 
have been able to manage the 
situation more effectively.”*

Don’t blame the kids who are 
forced to grow up uneducated, 
with low-quality work habits. 

Instead, blame politicians and 
administrators who won't let the 
teachers teach the subjects the 
kids need to prepare them for 
the adult working world. 

Can we expect children to 
learn anything except mere sur- 
vival, when their concentration 
is devoted almost entirely to 
fend off hurts and dodge fists, 
stab wounds and flying bullets? 

If Washington, D.C., is so 
angered by Japanese, now's 
the time for a little soul- 
searching on their t. 

I would not exclude our local 
school officials. They are also 
elected to represent you and me. 

I don’t think anyone wants to 
hear about increased taxes for 
education. What we want, most 
emphatically, is to discontinue 
this repugnant mess they have 
forced on us and future genera-

The average age of children who 
die by fire is two years 

The program consists of a 
series of three initial interviews 
to to determine what moti- 
va the child to set the fire. 

There are four categories of 
“fire play,"” Dawes said. 

The “‘curious’’. fire-setter’s 
actions are a result of the natu- 
ral curiosity children have about 
fire. The fire is ignited from 
materials that are nearby. A 
child who lights a match and 
then it is an example. 

A “troubled”’ youth’s actions 
can be a response to a family 
problem, a new sibling, the loss 
of a pet or similar emotional 
upheaval. The fire characteristi- 
cally involves some sort of delib- 
erate action, suchas looking-for 
the tools to start the blaze. 
“Troubled” fire play’ is usually 
preceded by one or two “curi- 
ous"’ incidents. 

“*Delinquent” fire play results 
from purposely trying to inflict 


harm on some other person, 
such as vandalism. It is often 
the act of an older youth, possi- 
bly as an initiation rite to a club 
or a dare. 

“Disturbed” fire play is the 
result of deep psychological 
problems that manifest i 
selves through fire play. Dis- 
turbed fire-setters show no 
er for their actions, Dawes 
said. 

After a profile of the offender 
has been established, a treat- 
ment program is implemented. 

Treatment for the “‘curious’’ 
offender usually consists of edu- 
cation intervention by the fire 
department. .The child is taught 
the difference between a good 
fire, such as a fireplace or a 
cooking fire, and a bad fire. 

More serious offenders are 
referred to a mental health 
agency in addition to the fire 
department education program. 

The Child Development Pro- 
gram at SEMC is the only pro- 


gram in southern Illinois pre-
